tillers were prevented in the 1016- 
17 -season from making the usual 
quantity of whiskey.

year 


they were closed down altogether, 
and even in the present year were 
only permitted to make a reduced 
supply.

up, and distillery shares advanced 
in the Stock Exchanges. 


The American whiskey can easily 


be sold at a lower price than the 
Irish article, and it is being free- 
ly taken up by the Irish retailers.
